ago. 
Pausing in the midst of Pennsyl­ 
vania's present day highway pro­ 
gram —a program which includes an 
$11.000,000 Federal Grade Crossing 
Elimination schedule; 
a $9,000.000 
Works Program 
Highway 
.setup; 
and extensive WPA work—W arren 
VanDyke, 
Secretary 
of Highways, 
today reviewed these humble begin­ 
nings of the Slate’s present 38.000 
mile highway system. 
Toll roads—usually called tu rn ­ 
pikes because of the piked barriers 
which restricted travel on privatelv- 
owned toll roads in the 18th and 
19th centur.es—came into existence 
in the state, the Secretary points 
out. shortly after the close of the 
Revolutionary War. 
They were built by private com­ 
panies and attracted much atten­ 
tion because of the great need for 
roads in the new nation. 
Records 
show that when the first company 
—which built the Philadelphia and

corn crop reached its crisis today, 
with the U. S. Bureau of Agriculture 
economics saying indications point 
to: 
I—A feed grain shortage, with sup­ 
plies no larger, if as large, as in 
1934. 
2—A heavy slaughter of hogs and 
cattle this fall, resulting in a short­ 
age of butcher animals next year. 
3—Increased prices on both meats 
and livestocks for 1937. 
The U. S. crop reporting board will 
estimate the size of the crop Mon­ 
day, based on conditions as of Aug­ 
ust 1, but the continued drought 
since August 1 will make th a t re­ 
port somewhat out of line. 
A sharp advance in prices is ex­ 
pected toward the end of the year, 
“and prices of well finished cattle 
next spring are likely to be at a 
much higher level than in the first 
half of this year,” the bureau said, 
resulting in higner prices for the
